Smith, Carey N. Banks, Henry O. Lewis, 
Ripley W. Torrence, John Schumacher, 
William J. Newell and Alma O. Bentley, and 
the advertisement tells voters to apply 
for tickets to 86, Fiftieth avenue, New York. 
[Inquiry has been made and no persons named 
as above are believed to exist,in this state. It 
is generally believed hereto beatmck. There 
ig no national or state prohibition party in this 
state, although the prohibition movement has 
mnade great progress, the sale of liquor being 
prohibited by law outside of incorporated 
towns and villages, except in two or three 
counties, and local prohibition being enforced 
in nine-tenths of the towns of the state. All 
the prohibition, however, is done strictly 
within the ranks of the democratic party. The 
electoral ticket is regarded here as a hoax, or 
worse.

ALARM IN BROOKLYN. 


A Ship’s Captain Dies in a Hospital of 
Yellow Fever. 

New York, October 26—Considerable alarm 
has been occasioned over the death in St. 
Jolin’s hospital, Brooklyn, of Captain John 
Jillard, of the steamer Carcuse, of yellow 
fever. The health authorities, however, assert 
that there is no cause for fear, as everything 
possible to prevent the spread wf the disease 
has been done. The steamer Carcuse was im- 
mediately returned to the lower quarantine, 
where she will be thoroughly .fumigated. <A 
pertion of her cargo, which was discharged at 
Martin’s store, was also disinfected. Some 
trouble was experienced in finding out the 
coachman who drove the sick captain to the 
hospital, and not until after several 
other persons had hired the hack, could he be 
foun. The vehicle wasthoroughiy disinfect- 
ed and ofticers are now at work trying to lo- 
cate several passengers. The body of the cap- 
tain, after being inclosed in an air-tight casket, 
were taken to Evergreen cemetery for inter- 
ment. Portions of the body had been retained 
by the doctors and will be subjected to micro- 
scopic examination for scientific purposes in 
more fully determining a diagnosis of the case. 
Part of the ship’s cargo, which was shipped 
east, will be looked for by the health authori- 
ties, they having been informed of the matter, 
so that proper precaution canbe taken.

MURDERED BY BURGLARS, 


A Wealthy Farmer and His Wife Slain in 
Ohio, 

CLEVELAND, O., October 26.—David Sellers 
and his wife, living near Mount Gilead, Ohio, 
were murdered last night, and their farm 
house was fired by the perpetrators of the 
crime. Their daughter and hired man, who 
slept up stairs, were awakened about 2 o’clock 
this morning by smoke before the tlames had 
gained mpch headway. They escaped 
and finally suceeeded in getting the bodies of 
Mr. and Sellers out. Both were 
dead. The man’s head had heen burned off 
and the woman’s skull had been crushed and 
her jaw broken. The coroner held an inquest 
and decided that beth had been murdered. 
Scllers was very wealthy and was in the habit 
of keeping money inthe house. 't is there- 
fore supposed that the murder was committed 
by burglars.

Execution of Hugh | Blackman at Toledo, 
Ark., and Ben Carter in Wyoming. 

St. Lovis, October 26.—Hugh Biackman, 
colored, was hanged at Toledo, Ark., today. 
Blackman killed a negro known as “Big Sid” 
in @ quarrel in a game of craps over two years 
ago. 

RAWLINGS, Wyo., October 264,—Ben F. 
Carter was hanged at 11 o’clock teday. At his 
request newspaper reporters were not present 
at the execution. Carter walked to the scaffold 
unsupported. His last words were: “J am 
going to leave you; will see you again. Good 
bye.”’ His neck was broken by the fall and 
death was instantaneous. 

Cotumpia, 8S. C., October 26.—Ephriam 
Mayes was hanged at Edgefield today for the 
murder, last December, of Rowile Burt, an 
aged deaf mute. He confessed on the scaffold. 
Burt’s wife and daughter were implicated in 
the crime and convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged\with Mayes, but the governor pardoned 
the daughter, and committed the wife’s sen- 
tence to life imprisonment.

tALEIGH, N. C., October 26.—-[Special.]— 
There is a new phase in the case of Cross and 
White, It is learned that the supreime court 
will, in all probability, file an opinion in their 
appeal next Monday and that this will be ad- 
verse to their claim that no state conrt can try 
them for forgery. Their attorneys have made 
arrangements to get the case in some shape be- 
fore the United States supreme court, and if 
the case goes against Cross and White in the 
state superior court, will sue out a writ of error. 
Cross is now in the eastern part of the state. 
White is yet in jail here. Judge Avery has 
refused to reduce the amount of his bail from 
$10,000 to $7,000. White’s friends are now 
making some hints that he is losing his mind, 
and the insanity dodge may yet be attempted

The Negro Shot Dead. 


BrrMInGHAM, Ala., October 26.—[Special.]— 
At Blocton, thirty miles south of here, this 
morning Ike Peyton, adeputy constable, shot 
and killed Bob Haines, a negro desperado. 
The negro had been tricd in a magistrate’s 
court for whipping his wife. He was con- 
victed apd fined. After paying the fine the 
negro drew a large knife and announced his 


trate, the constable and the witnesses. The 
crowd in the court@em scattered and Peyton 
attempted to arrest Haines. The negro at- 
cocked him with the knife and was shot dead. 
Peyton was once a noted moonshiner, but has 
reformed and recently has been acting as 


deputy constable. He hasnot been arrested. 


Tragedy Over a Game of Cards.

The Presiding Judge in fhe Times Parnell 
Case Makes a Suggestion. 

Lonpon, Octobér 26.—The {Parnell .com- 
mission again listened to Attorney General 
Webster's presentation of the Times’ ¢nz¢ to- 
day. The speaker continued to recite a cats- 
logue of outrages supposed to be traceable to 
mermbers of the league, and then qnoted from 
speeches of Mr. Dilion and other Parnellites 
to prove their support of the plan of campaign. 
He dealt in succession with a series of uttex- 
ances made by Messrs. William O’Brien, Cox, 
Kony and Matthew Harris to show their sym- 
pathy with the outrages, and he intimated his 
jntention to deal at length with the violent 
erations of league members made in the county 
Clare during the years 1885, 1886 and 1887. At 
this Presiding Justice Hannen’s patience 
secrted to be exhausted, and, leaning forward. 
he asked the attorney general if he did not 
think he. had already given sufficient indication 
of the line of argument he intended to adopt. 

Siz Charles Russell, counsel for Mr. Parnell, 
suggested that the attorney-general might 
hand him copies of speeches he meant to 
quote from, and thus save time. The attorney- 
general replied that he must deal with all the 
coungies he had picked out as affording tle 
most striking proof of the character of the 
league’g agitation.

THE CHINESE ANGRY. 


They Propose to Letaliate by Excluding the 
Americans. 

SAN FRANcisco, October 26.—The steamer 
Arabic arrived from Hong Kongand Yoko- 
homa this afternoon. The Japan Gazette has 
a statement published in the Chinese Times to 
the effect that the action of the Chinese min- 
ister to the United States in the matter of the 
treaty which was recently rejected by the 
Chinese government, excited great animosity 
against him in Kwantung, and endeavors were 
made by theangry mobto wreck the minister’s 
house. ‘The Chinese Times also contains a 
letter signed by a Peking ofiicial, and written 
just after the news has reached China, that 
the United States senate had passed the Chi- 
nese exclusion bill, The following is an ex- 
tract from the leiters: “If the obnoxious 
American bill should be carried into effect, 
there will * no other course open for China 
consistent With her dignity as @ nation, than 
to adopt retaliatory measures by prohibiting 
citizens of the United States from coming to 
China. ‘This will be by no means proportion- 
ate to the harm done to Chinese interests in 
America, but it will have to be done in order 
to show that the Chinese can do something, 
and if this will have no effect in bring- 
ing the United States congress and the United 
States government to reason and fairness, 
then it will be a question for China to consid- 
er whether it is not time fer her to cance! her 
treaties made with that country, to recall her 
subjects from this country and to cease all re- 
lations and intercourse, diplomatic and com- 
mercial, with that country.” 

A Difficult Law to Enforce, 

Ex. Paso, Texas, October 26.—The task of 
enforcing the Chinese exclusion act proves to 
be no easy one along the Mexican frontier. 
El Paso, Texas, and Paso Del Norte, Mexico, 
are separated only by the Rio Grande, which 
is at present practically dry, ag? is“ fordable 
for ten months of the year. There are two or 
three hundred Chinamen in the two tities,and 
heretofore they have passed freely from one to 
the other. Collector Magoffin is enforcing the 
law as fully as his small force of inspectors 
will permit, but is an easy matter for the 
Chinese to violate them. Moreover, China- 
men can easily come up the Mexican Central 
railroad or across the country from Guaymas, 
or other Pacific points, and slip across the line 
into the United States.

CHEERING THOUSANDS ALL ALONG

THEY GREET THE GEORGIA TRAIN. 


Cheering Theusands and Brass Bands Make 
Lively the Progress of the Special 
Train. Through Texas. 


Dattas, Texas, October 26.—fSpecial.}— 
Mr. Grady and the Atlanta party have received 
a continual ovation today.

A GOOD TRADE. 


Busimess Transactions Surprisingly Large— 
The Weekly Keport. 


New York, October 26.—R. G. Dun & Co’s., 
review of trade for the week says: 

Political excitement must have prevented a great 
many transactious during the past week, and yet 
the volume of business has been surprisingly large. 
Outsice of New York there is a general increase in 
bank clearings over last year of about twelve per 
cent at Boston, which may be traced to unusual 
speculation in stocks, probably the gains of seven 
per cent’'at Philadelphia and forty-oue per cent at 
San Francisco, are mainly of the same nature: and 
speculation in wheat and other products swells the 
exchunges at Chicago and St, Louis, Yet outside of 
these points, there is a considerable and general 
increase in clearings, and in view of the large 
dealings earlier in the season, this increase, 
even in the heat of the presidential 
contest indicates a remarkable expansion of trade. 
At New York, on the other hand, a decrerse of ten 
per cent. appears, which difierence in speculative 
activity does not fully explain. 

Tories trade, as a whole, issmaller than a year 
azo, but not enough smaller to aflect exchanges 
materially. At New York for three weeks of Octo- 
ber, exports have been ', percent. larger and im- 
ports fiye per cent, smaller than last year. At all 
the ports, imporis for the month of September were 
$1,900,000 smalier than last year, while exports were 
$3 400,000 smaller, sothat the excess of iraports 
over exports of merchandise was only $2,219,824. 
Outside of the five principal classes named a week 
ago, exports increased $2,600,000, or fifleen per cent. 
—a decidedly encouraging sign. But the prices of 
breadstuflS do uot so yield as to promise a free 
movement aud excess of imports over exports tor 
the past eight months has been more than $94,- 
001,000. 

Inquiry for good American securities has not 
ceased in Europe, but the course of events here is 
such asto produce some discouragement ow the 
part of holders. Whirile the average prices of stocks 
is only about one dollar per share lower than a 
week ago, the passing of some dividends and de- 
cline in favorite securities at Boston have weakened 
the market. An advance in west-bound rates is an- 
nounced for October 25th, ranging trom one-third 
for lower to one-half for higher classes, but east 
bound trafficis still in an unsatisfactory shape. 

The purchase of the Georgia Centra! by the Rich- 
mond Terminal looks toward a continuance of con- 
solidations, but the unwelcome fact remains that 
expelses generally increase more than earnings, 
Remarkable activity in stock market, one way or 
the other, is generally ex; ected suon after the élee- 
tion, and it may have some efiect on finances and 
genetal business. The collapse of the lead combina- 
tion and the failure ofthe chief speculator kas in- 
creased the distrust of other spenulans ye movements 
which disregard legitimate considerations. But 
wheat is 3 cents bigher than a week ago, with corn 
1% ceuts lower, pork 50 cents per barrel, hegs 40 
cents per 100 pounds, and lard 50 cents lower. 
Coffee has failen % cent, refined oil 4g and crude 
certificates 6 cents. A slight advance in cotton and 
and rice, and % acent in leather are the chief 
changes in the other direction, The general level 
of all prices settles downward, in spite of the con- 
tinued expansion of the circulation, having de- 
clined about 1 per cent during the past week. 

The iron market is less firm, thongh stillof a 
waiting sort; but there are intimations taat less than 
€28 has been accepted for rails. The coal trade also 
shows signs of wcakness, while the output for last 
week reached 9€8,510 tons, and the accumulation of 
stocks seems rapid. In the woolen and cotton man- 
ufacture, no change is noted; but Blthough dry 
goods transactions are called irregular, symptoms 
of a better demand are reported. As usual, interior 
reports indicate avery satisfactory state of trade, 
and these accounts are so general that only a few 
exceptions call for mention. Less activity is noted 
at Pittsbusg; a quiet trade, andsiow col- 
lections, at Memphis, and _ = slower col- 
lections at St. Paul, with more 
careful action of accounts by job- 
bers. At Cleveland, too, m» pufac- 
turing is rather hesitant, and the moneymarket 
tends towardsstringency. Considerable liquidation 
appears at Atianta, but incr: a-ing cotton receipts 
give promise of greater activity there and at Meni-

WAR Ii MANITOBA. 


The Canadian Pacific Officials Defy the Gov- 
ernment. 

Winnirtc, Man., October 26.—Additional 
interest was added to the railroad fighting 
yesterday, when it became known that the 

overnment had dispatched a gang of Northern 

acific traek hands, and putin a crossing at 
Headingly, where the Portage extension 
crosses the Glennboro branch of the Canadian 
Pacific road, or about ten miles from Bt. 
James, the scene of the first crossing troubles. 
Citizens were congratulating the gov- 
ernment that the Canadian Pacific had been 
outwitted for once, but news from rage 2 
states that the Canadian Pacific officials, wit 
Superintendent White and a large gang of 
men, appeared on the scene in the afternoon, 
and soon tore up the diamond and crossing, 
coming by train tothe city. A small gang 
of government constables had been left behin 
to guard the crossing. They fought pluckily. 
but were  ontnumbere ten to one 
by the Canadian Pacific men, and could offer 
no great resistance. The incident 
shows the determination of the Canada 
road. The government has decided to await 
the decision on the second injunction before 
attempting to effect a crossing in Fort Rogue. 
This means delay until Monday probably. 
The general opinion is that the government 
should go ahead and force the crossing despite 
the court. The constables sworn in by the 
goverment had been ordered to report for duty 
today. General Superintendent White, of the 
Canadian Pacific said: 

‘“l can muster a greater force than 
the whole province. Within a_ few 
hours, I can have 2,000 men on the ground, and 
a stronger force if necessary. I can soon rein- 
force them with 2,000 more, for before the 
company will be beat in this matter, all our 
men on the line will be brought to assist in 
defense. My instructions are to prevent a 
crossing of our line being made, and until 
those instructions are cancelled, you Can de- 
pend on it I shall do so.”’ 

A Morris special says three hundred 
Canadian Pacific men, headed by 
Superintendents Murray Sand White, have 
arrived, and are building a fence across the 
ted River Valley dump. 

At a public meeting held at Portage, La 
Prairie, last night, resolutions denouncing the 
Canadian Pacitic railroad were passed. The 
whole country is aroused. Farmers for miles 
have* gathered Jat Morris, to force the crossing 
there. Four hundeed Northern Pacific men 
are said to be in that vicinity, awaiting the 
decision of the injunction.

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Civil Service in and Out of Church. 

Dr. Lorimer is the pastor of the Baptist 
ehurch in Chicago to which the late Mr. C. 
5. Squires belonged. 

The late Mr. Squires held for nineteen 
years the position of assistant postmaster at 
Chicago, and was reduced not long ago to a 
ehief clerkship, and subsequently suspended, 
from which his friends claim he died of a 
broken heart. 

He was buried with Masonic honors, and 
fm pronouncing the eulogy in the funeral 
service at the church, the Rev. Dr. Lorimer 
wrought his hearers to the highest pitch of 
excitement by cloquently saying in the 


funeral sermon: 
**] see in the dead before mo the arraignment of 


pivil service. Ithink, as he lies there, that he de 
plares the failure ofthe system, Our ideal is still 
beyond our intelicct, nor will justice and purity 
prevail in civil service until prefermentshall be 
given upon a stale of talentand fitness,”’ 

At the conclusion of the utterance, re- 
markable forthe surroundings in which it 
‘Was made, the congregation broke out in a 
Durst of enthisiastic applause. Masons in 
their regalia, business men and citizens 
generally applauded wildly, while Dr. Lori- 

mer waved his hand before them, saying: 
“Not at this time.’’ ‘‘Not at this time,’’ 
but adding at the same time: 

*Had this loved and lovable man his jpst deserts, 
he would still be actively among us, or we would 
Dave been mourning for the dead postmuster of 
Chicago, and not a clerk of the registry department,”’ 

His hearers could restrain themselves no 
Jongef, and it was with difficulty that tho 
church was cleared. ‘The preacher was the 
hero of the hour, and it seemed as if those 
who had come to attend the funeral service 
forgot that the body of the corpse was 
among them. , 

While we do not condone the pastor’s ac- 
tion in discussing polltics in the pulpit, we 
feel at the sametime that he should be ap- 
plauded for the stand he takes in the matter 
ofthat great American institution—civil 
service, 

Tue CoNsTITUTION has never been In 
love with this last production of republican 
authority, and we think less of it now than 
ever, simply from the fact that we are afraid 
that the democratic party is beginning to 
Jook too kindly upon it. Itis a prodigious 
fraud, and if it was not, therepublican 

party would not ‘be clamoring so strongly 
for it. 

. If Harrison should happen to become 
president this country would witness the 
most remarkable prestidigitation exhibition 
on record. It would first see the cfvil ser- 
vice, and after the fourth of March it would 
mot.

As Bad as Yellow Jack. 

In Havana, where they sometimes have 
yellow fever all the year round, people do 
not run away from it, and American tourists 
who desire to spend a winter in the tropics 

oO not give up their trip on account of the 
rea! or threatened danger. 

Why is it, then, that in some localities in 
this country even a slight touch of Yellow 
Jack causes a panic and leads prophets of 
evil to say that the afflicted regions can 
néver hope to draw immigration and become 
prosperous? 

This question is all the more difficult to

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answer when the fact is stated that people 
do not abandon northern cities where epi- 
detmics of typhoid fever and diphtheria some- 
times rage with destructive violence, At 
the present time Montreal is at the mercy 
of atyphoid fever epidemic. Out of 400 
beds in one hote} 100 of them are occupied 
by fever patients, while in another hotel the 
percentage isabout as large. In the hos- 
pitals and private houses the disease has 
reached alarming proportions. . 

And yet there is no talk of depopulating 
Montreal. People do not leave there, nor 
do they cease going there to settle and in- 
vest their capital. It is a strange and an 
inexplicable thing that people will quietly 
run alnfost any risk from smallpox, diph- 
theria and typhoid fever, but at the first 
hint of vellow fever they lose their heads 
and declare that the country is ruined. It 
is all very mysterious, and there is no ex- 
planation in sight. 3 


An Appeal to Georgia Democracy. 
In another column will be found an intter- 
view with the Hon. Robert L. Berner, chair- 
man of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, in which the pleasing information is 
conveyed that the committee is doing its 
part towards bringing outa full democratic 
vote on the day of the national election, 
The appeal which Chairman Berner ad- 
dresses to the chairmen of the county dem- 
acratic committees commends Itself to every 
democratic voter in Georgia, and each com-. 
mittee should do its full duty in assisting 
the state committee in the important work 
it has undertaken. 

Mr. Berner thinks that the national dem- 
ocratic ticket should receive 100,000 majority 
in Georgia. THe ConsTITUTION is of the 
game opinion, and if the democracy of the 
state can be awakened to the importance of 
the triumph of the democracy in the. ap- 
proaching election, it will be found that this 
estimate is none too large. 

It may be asked why is it necessary to 
take the trouble to bring out such a full 
yote when a much smaller majority would 
answer all practical purposes, and when 4 
majority is already assured? The answer 
to this is that it should be the pleasure of 
every democrat in Georgia to do his part 
towards showing the country that the de- 
mocracy of Georgia speaks in no uncertain 
tone in commending the glorious democratic 
administration of Grover Cleveland. The 
larger the vote the more’ emphatic will be 
the verdict that our people approve of honest 
government, and a just and fair administra- 
tion of national affairs. 

The state committee has set an example 
which the county committees should follow. 
Such a course would result in a constant in- 
crease in the democratic vote in the state, 
instead of a steady falling off, as has been 
the case since 1876, when Georgia gave Til- 
den 79,642 majority. Four years later this 
was reduced 30,000 votes, and in 1884 the 
democratic majority in the state was only 
46,961. 

The steady decrease in majority since 
1876 is attributable entirely to democratic 
apathy, and the showing is not a creditable 
one for the party. A further decrease this 
year would give the republicans hope that 
the party is growing weaker instead of 
stronger. This is not true, for the people 
of Georgia stand firmer today in their faith 
in the democratic party, and stronger in 
their adherence to its principles, than they 
ever did. 

Let the democrats of Georgia do their 
duty, and the democratic ticket will receive 
a larger majority in this state than in any 
statein theunion. Such aday’s work would 
amply recompense every democrat for the 
short time it might take to help bring about 
such a glorious result. 

A British Ass in America, 

The episode in which the British minister 
is the central figure is a very interesting 
one. Our readers have had some of the de- 
tails set forth in THr CONSTITUTION’S dis- 
patches. It seems that an Anglo-American 
citizew’ wrote to Lord Sackville, or to 
Colonel Sackville- West, as the case may be, 
asking him if, in view of the president’s re- 
taliatory message, an Anglo-American citi- 
zen could afford to vote for the democratic 
party. 

In his reply, Lord Sackville, or Colonel 
Sackville-West, as the case may be, advises 
his British friend to go right ahead and vote 
for the democratic candidates, and the rea- 
son he gives is that the president’s message, 
based on the defeat of the fisheries treaty in 
the senate, is a sham and a fraud—a mere 
electioneering document which has no force 
of its own and no bearing on the result, and 
he goes on to insinuate that British in- 
fluences and desires would be better sub- 
served by the election of Mr. Cleveland than 
they would by the election of the republican 
candidates, 

This extraordinary letter has been pub- 
lished, and the republicans are using it 
as campaign material to very good effect, 
The British ass that wrote it Kas acknow]l- 
edged that it is a genuine document, and he 
goes so far as to suggest that he was 
‘‘trapped’’ into writing it. But he admits 
that he wrote it, and he adds that he has 
nothing to apoligize for. In other words, 
having announced that the president is a 
fraud and a hypocrite, he proposes to stick 
to it through thick and thin. 

This is a very extraordinary position jo: 
a British minister to take, and we may be 
sure that if these were the days of Andrew 
Jackson, Lord Sackville, or Colonel Sack- 
ville-West, asthe case may be, would not 
eat many more meals in this country as the 
representative of the British government in 
Washington. He would be kicked out of 
the country as he richly deserves to be. 

We observe that the New York Sun ad- 
vises Secretary Dayard to send Mr. Sack- 
ville-West his passports at once: But will 
he de it? We do not think howwill. The sec- 
retary has no sympathy either with his party 
or his people in matters of this kind, and, 
as a proof of this, we may refer to his ap- 
pointment as minister to England, a tory 
toady from Vermont, who is anything’ else 
but an American representative, 


How to Keep the South Poor. 
The Richmond State falls into line with 
THE CONSTITUTION in its appeal to south- 
ern people to patronize home industries. 
Our contemporary does not hesitate to say 
that the practice is too prevalent in Rich- 
mond of sending to distant cities for articles 
which are made at home. Richmond peé- 
ple, when they want household furniture, 
dress goods, and various things of use and 
ornament, send off to New York to purchase 
them, notwithstanding the fact that all this 
merchandise can be obtained at the same 
prices at home. 


& To some extent our merchants and manu- | 


facturers are to blame for this state of affairs. 
Many of them do not let the public know 
what they have, the quality of their goods 
and their price, In a word, they do not ad- 
vertise judiciously. But customers are 
somewhat to blame themselves. Our con- 
temporary says of the Richmond people: 

Another and large class of Richmond buyers is 
that which buys dry goods and notions by mail. 
This class affords the big-New York house its ex- 
treme felicity. It buys goodsin value from 5 cents 
to $50, and is caught by the broadside advertise- 
ments in the Gotham papers, giving prices, and 
closing with the allurmg catch-phrase, ‘Orders by 
maila specialty.” This is a favorite method, by 
meansof which New York dealers unload a great 
quantity of out of date or shop-worn goods. 

We take this opportunity to inform the guileless 
lady purchasers of Richmon@ that the big New 
York houses ought not to delude them by any such 
phrase as “We buy in large quantities and can afford 
to sell cheaper.’’ Can the New York establishment 
whose house rent is $12,(00 a year, sell for less than 
the Richmond merchant, whose rent is $1,200 a year? 
Andagain : The New York merchant, if he bas any 
sense, will know six months before hand just what 
style of goods a manufacturer wil) turn out the next 
year. That style may be very different from the 
prevailing style, and any goods on his shelves'w hen 
the next style arrives willbe @ Soss, Hence, his 
only hope is to offer “promptly ‘yy mail.” * A 

This appliesto Atlanta and other sonthern 
clties, Many ladies. gentlemen in At- 
lanta make it a point te- order their wearing 
apparel from New Yorki”” p-Buy almost 
everything there, from a stove toa. suit of 
parlor furniture. Yet, if they but knew 
it, they could buy identicallythe same things 
here, and save money. Atlanta manufac- 
turers.and merchants can*afford to undersell 
thefr northérn competitors, becausethey pay 
less here for rent, labor, and in the shape of 
taxes and other expenses. 

It is uselessto urge the patronage of our 
local dealers from considerations of patriot- 
ism and friendship, but the appeal ought to 
have some effect when people can be made 
to see that they can save money, keep it here 
at home and make this entire region pros- 
perous. This ig the way toput it. We can 
keep the south poor by sending our money 
north; we can make her rich by simply 
keeping our money here and trading with 
each other. 


THE Emperor WILxLi1AM loomed up before 
the eyes of the world as a very terrible cliarac- 
ter when he called himself ‘‘a war lord.” But 
it now turns out that the young man smokes 
cigarettes. A war lord who indulges insuch 
folly cannot be a man of very strong fibre eith- 
er mentally or physically. 


THE RUMOR THAT 28 volume of the prince of 
Wales’s speeches will shortly be published is 
calculated to provoke a smile. It has always 
been understood that the prince did not write 
his speeches. He has had to speak on so many 
topics that a royal personage could know noth- 
ing about that he has been compelled to em- 
ploy many experts in different aws and 
sciences to do his writing for him. 


ALEXANDER DvuMAS HAS written a rather 
peculiar chapter on dueling. The brilliant 
Frenchman takes the position that modern 
dueling is too rarely attended with fatal re- 
sults. He strongly approves of an _ old- 
fashioned fight where wen are determined to 
let death settle their differences, because he 
gays that hatred is as much a part of the hu- 
man soul as love. Jn the old days, when men 
went out to fight they meant business. Also, 
it seems, they were much finer men in those 
days that they are now.

Nor was the creator of 
“Monte Cristo’? much behind his father in 
athletic powers; and he was also such an in- 
fallible and deadly shot that we are gravely 
assured that the government wascompelled to 
withdraw the permit granted to him to shoot 
in the forest of Compiegne, as the only means 
of keeping him from utterly exterminating the 
game.

And Brings With Him the Man for Whom 
He Went. 


Captain Couch is on his way home. 
B. B. Bryan i3 coming with him.

The Chicago special tells the story: 

CxHIcaao, October 26.—[Specia)].]— Benjamin 
B. Bryan sat in Judge Gary’s court with his 
pretty wife this morning, waiting for the judge 
to decide whether or not he should return to 
Atlanta with Captain Couch, of that city, and 
stand trial on the charge of larceny. Bryan’s 
lawyer told the court that the charge was ut- 
terly groundless, and it could be so proven 
when the case came to trial, but 
he did not think that Bryan 
ought to he taken back to Georgia 
to stand trial because Governor Oglesby’s war- 
rant was defective. Hryan’s story , as given 
today is, that about a year ago he and Lansdell 
established a branch commission office in At- 
lauta, and put a man named Gossett in charge 
of it Gossett was toreceive half the profits 
of the venture and telegraph all wheat orders 
to Chicago to be filled, and all cotton orders to 
New York. Gossett ran the business for sev- 
eral months and then drew out all the money 
and fied, so  Biyan alleges. Bryan 
and Lansdell, supposed, it is 
claimed, that the office was closed 
up but it appeared that Hilton had opened it 
again and ran a bucketshop as Bryan & Lan- 
dell, and after getting about $20,000, it is al- 
leged he also fled. ryan says when he went 
to Atlanta in August to straighten things out 
he was indicted. He returned to Chicago and 
was followod and arrested. He claims to be 
innocent of any complicity with Hilton & Gos- 
sett. His lawyer raised the point that 
he being in Chicago when the alleged larceny 
was committed could not be held for an offense 
in Georgia. Judge Gary said thatthe indict- 
ment by the Atlanta grand jury was in proper 
form and, therefore, he could not go back of 
the warrant issued for Bryan’s arrest by Gov- 
ernor Oglesby on a requistion from the gover- 
nor of Georgia. The attorneys on both sides 
argued the case and Judge Gary took the mat- 
ter under advisement until fiveo’clock this 
afternoon when he decided that the warrant 
was in proper form, and remanded Bryan to 
Captain Couch. The captain was greatly 
pleased at the out come and departed with his 
prisoner for Atlanta last night.

THE WEST LETTER.” 


Views of the Atlanta Irishmen on the 
Subject. 


The letter of Mr. West, the British minister | 


at Washimgton, in reply to one alleged ‘“*Mur- 
chison’’ @t Pomona, California, vrinted in 
Tue ConstTitvuTion’s telegrams yesterday, at- 
tracted considerable attention in Atlanta. 

It was almost universally looked upon as a 
weak political trick batched up with a view to 
driving irish American yotes from President 
Cleveland. 


There are a large number of intelligent Frish- | 
Auiericans in Atlanta, and the uniform senti- | 


ment amoug them is that the letter will fail of 
its object+that it will not have the effect of 
estranging the Irish-American voters from 
President Cleveland. 

Several prominent Irish-Americins were 
asked yesterday if they thought the West- 
Marchison letter would make any impression 
upon the Irish-Amé¢riean vete. 

‘*] don’t betieve,’’ said Rev. Doctor Henry 
McDousld, “that a single well-informed Irish- 
American voter will vote against Mrs Cleve- 
land on account of any such subterfuge... The 
letter, in my jadgment, will have novdamag- 
ing effect upon the great body of Irish-Ameri- 
can voters. They will understand perfectly 
that it is simply a political trick gotten up for 
the purpose of bolstering up®the republican 
side, 

“There may be a few bitterly prejudiced 
Irish Americans who will hail with pleasure 
the appearance of the letter and attempt to 
use it against the president, but outside of 
these few personal partisans the letter will 
have no cfteet. I see that Blaine bas already 
tried to make political capital of the letter. I 
think that the manner in which he referred to 
t in his New York speech was simply con- 
temptible. He will have to mend his grip—he 
will have to get up something much stronger 
than that feeble political dodge against Cleve- 
land, if he hopes to. change the intelligent 
Irish-American votes to Harrison. If he hopes 
to lay out Mr. Cleveland with the West letter 
as he, Blaine, was ingloriously worsted by “Rum 

tomanism and Rebellion,’’ he will find him- 
self very greatly mistaken.’’ 

“If I thought that Cleveland really stands,’ 
said Mr. John J. Falvey, ‘‘where that corre- 
spondence puts him; t LI not vote for him, 
and I believe that he would be greatly in- 
jured among the Irish Americans.
